While the Spanish and Chilean difTioult} 
preseote no nen prospects for settlement on 
iuJnrreotion has broken out in Spain herself. 

Our lute ajvicea hIiow ilmt tho priiiri|i.il 
cities aro either uiulfr martial law or in opi'ii 
revolt. The inaurreolionary oommauiier, 
General Prim, at the head of 1200 cavalry, 
has raised the standard ol rabBllioo, and has 
already beaten Marshal Conoba. A largo 
portion of the army is, it is said, in faror of 
Frim ; but Marjhnl O'Donnell is still ilie 
great power in the (joveriiiiieiit, and it i- 
more than posjibie ibat he will be ub!u to 
resist the ihrualemnjj tnovemeDls of the 
insurrection. There is, however, but one al 
terootive for the safely and peace of the coun- 
try, and tbat is the abdication of the Queen. 
" With Madrid," says a London paper, " so 
favorable that it was necessary to put it 
under martial law, the troops in four gui ri- 
aons in revolt, the great city of IVlaliit!» 
soafcely restrained Irom insurrection, Haree- 
lona dessendiog into the streets, Andalusij 
honeycombed with friendly bbc,»5( sccleties 
lld^!Jlo">rfiolp~^ia(IIbal party at bis tiaclt, 
General Prim cither could not or wuiiM mil 
march upon Madrid. 01 oour.-io, his friends 
pause, and of coui'.fc also if ho iscauglit with 
only two regiments in his company, ho may 
be execaled and they shot down before aid 
can be even summoned. In that very prol a- 
ble case Marshal O'Donnell will bo nia^ier ol 
tho situation, and find himself cxiictly where 
the Proyrcssisia pirty is now, face to face 
with iho jirohlL-m ol a Queen whom ho I'aii- 
oot control, or replnco, or dismiss from a 
throne which filled by her is inconsistent with 
the national life of Spain, yet caooot remaio 
unfilled. Or in the equally probable alterna- 
tive tbat the troops " pursuing" General Prim 
join liiin fii masse, thon the Pro;;re.ssi9tas will 
he masters, and be cnmpelleil, as lln'ir lirsl 
step, to aolvo tho problem of managing; or 
superseding an inevitable Queen who is llI^o. 
at least fur their purposes, an impoEsihIc oi e, 
whose delbronemeu^ would be the signal lor 
civil war, while her cooiinnance on the Ihruuc 
prolectH n chronic anarchy." 

A ratli'.'r e.\lra(ir,linary ca.so has just conie 
up before the IDnglisb public in a police coiiit, 
and Is thus stated in the London Times. On 
Ibe 5th of JaDuary a gentleman of the name 
of Fletcher called at the Union Bank ol 
Aualralia in London, and cbar);ed himself 
with havinrj comniiUed a serious robbery in 
tho brunch bank in .Melbourne. He slaiwi 
that be hud been a chief clerk iu the bank, 
and tbat a year and a half ago he broke open 
a box containing valaable secarities and 
bonds to tbo value of £15,000. He re> 
mained for a considerable period in tho batik 
entirely unsnspected, but ultimately fled tn 
England, thence to the United States and lo 
Bueuo.s Ayres. Discontented, it appear-, 
with his n:ode of life, ho came back to Eng- 
land, acknowledged his offence lo the bank 
and surrendered himself. The only restiiu* 
lion he could make was £1500, and he madi- 
it. Tho biir.l:, however, did not give hirn ii -o 
custody, anil he surrendered bini.'-elf to ii' 
police authorities. lie was brought up br- 
foro tho Man.sion House, and the b^ru 
ol the case were stated by himself, 'li-e 
bank aotborities showed a williDgaess t(> 
prosecute, but Alderman Finnis, bef^.i, 
whom tbo case was hoard, declined lo ruani 
tho pri.-ioner, on iho ground that no waii.ni' 
for his a|iprolicii6i"ii had been received (r. ui 
Melbi)uriie. The prisoner was, however, i:iii 
tuba baulked, and went into bis own teCog 
nizances to appear at a future day. Tli,, 
necessary time elapsed to obtain o wnrruiii 
Irom Auslralia, but the warrant did ccil 
come, and the inagislralo dismissed tho caM- 
The 7'i/;if.? coiiiment.s on the ahsnrilily nl I In 
law thm requires a warrant frv)iii the cd;! 
in which tbo crime is committed hefore llif 
person can be arrested. The case is a very 
novel one, and would almost lead to ihc 
concliis.on llial the wouM-bi; cmivict \> a 
liille (lijrang;e(;, did not the lact appiiar iha! 
tho robbery of which ho spe.iks was ar,tu.ill_\ 
eoiiimittcd. 

Almost equal in novchy to the abova i.s llir 
visit of one of the contributors of the Vull 
Mall Gazelle lo tho Lambeth workhouse, in 
the disguise of adestiliilc aitiaun In Icit Ih" 
philanttiropy of the in-liluiioii. Tlio onUa! 
was not ut all lo his last-: and nufolds ii 
rallier corioiis picture ol the acooiiiiiiodai inij 
that is ulTorded the houseless poor. Tin 
writer was divested of bis clothing, tumbh d 
into " a bath where the other houseless pour 
had been washed — and the appearanco i I 
which iillur that process, he desoribes i.^ 
disgustingly like weak mutton broth — uMl 
then with only a cluck shirt on and with u 
rug over his slioulders, was compelled to 
walk through the open air and on bare 
stones to ibo half open shed in which 
thirty comrades were already houseil, 
CBoh on his hay bog. 'I'ho cold was 
teriible, though tho kindly attendant tak- 
ing a liking lo him, brought him n 
Bccoud rug ; bis bed was stained wiih 
the blood of some predecessor, and worM 
of all the oonvetsalion was <oul ond 
filthy In the extreme." We are afraid ihc 
"houseless po'or " faro rather badly in 
tho iiiatiliili.ins which philanllirnpy fiip- 
pbes iheni.
